Charged With Forging Check 
Using the name of Charles F. McCaff- 
ery on a check for $65 drawn on the Lit 
tlestown Savings Institution, Charles L. 
Henry, recently pardoned after serviug 
part of a sentence in a Maryland peniten­ 
tiary, is now wanted on a charge of for­ 
gery. 
Mr. MeCaffery is a successful 
plumber in Littlestown. Charles L. Hen 
ry, was the star witness before the recent 
penitentiary investigating committee in 
Maryland, and who was pardoned by 
Governor Goldsborough soon after the 
report of the committee was made, be 
cause of his services in furnishing infor­ 
mation. 
On Wednesday a warrent was 
sworn out for Henry before Justice Doub, 
of that place, charging him with forging 
and passing a check for $65. 
The check 
was cashed at the Hagerstown Bank alter 
it having been endorsed by Hunter C, 
Weigle, whose brother had been a fellow 
prisoner in the penitentiary with Henry 
and who had played the part of a Good 
Samaritan to the newly pardoned man, 
with whom he sympathized. 
When 
Henry was released he struck out for Hag­ 
erstown, arriving there Tuesday, Febru­ 
ary 4. 


The story of Henry’s stay and doings 
there is told by Hunter C. Weigle as fol- 
ows: 
“ When he came to our home Feb. 
4tb and said my brother had sent him. 
He told us he had no mouey and wished 
to go home to visit bis sister in Columbia, 
S. C., I gave him $15 and he left the next 
day, Wednesday. On February 16 he re­ 
appeared at our home and stated that he 
had been to Columbia 
A few days after 
his arrival, he said, his eldest sister, Flos­ 
sie, was married to,Charles MeCaffery, of 
Littlestow’n, Pa., that MeCaffery was a 
wealthy man, had been touched by the 
former convict, had invited him to visit 
the McCafferys at Littlestown and had sent 
him a check.” 
Henry produced atletter, 
which he said he recieved from his 
brother in law to hand to the Weigles. 
With the letter he produced a check on 
the Littlestown Savings Institution, and 
purported to be signed by Charles F. 
MeCaffery, 
It was for $65.

Tnree Vessels Torn to Pieces by 


Dynamite ai Ba,timore. 


FOUS STATES 
FELT SHOCK 


Mrs. Monroe Hildebrand, of Hanover, 
formerly of near this place, who has been 
suffering from pleurisy and pneumonia 
for several weeks, is greatly ¿mproved. 


Taking a nap in a railway station in 
York, William Reilley, a 16 year-old run 
away schoolboy, of Harrisburg, fell into 
the liquids of the police. 


Attempting to blast horizontally with 
dynamite, workmen at the William Penn 
limestone quarry, near Lewistown, blew 
away the plant and machinery. 


Six heads of families at Lewistown 
were assessed $5.20 fine and costs of 
prosecution by ’Squire Patton, for ne­ 
glecting to send their children to school. 


Made peevi&h by jostling and handling 
during a public sale, a mule purchased by 
David Keller, of Kreutz Creek, York 
county, five minutes later unseated and 
seriously tramk ed its oftner. 


Christopher Gray, a well known South 
Bethlehem, young man, although he fell 
only three feet, broke liis neck and was 
instantly killed. He was entering a base­ 
ment poolroom, and lost his footing as he 
went down the steps. 


William F. Shive, a moulder and form­ 
er resident of York, was run down and 
killed by a train at Memphis, Tenn., a 
few days ago, according to a telegram re­ 
cieved from the dead man’s wife, by Sam­ 
uel Shive. 
The telegram also stated that 
it would not be brought to York for 
burial. 


To Enlarge Steel Plant. 


The Cambria ¡Steel company will 
spend $5,000,000 on extensions to the 
Johnstown, Pa„ mills during the com 
ing year. 


This was announced by President 
William II. Donner. Cambria has had 
a good year and Donner expresses run 
fidence that the demand for steel pro­ 
ducts will continue for a long time. 


“I have such faith in the industrial 
situation today that I urged the ex­ 
penditure for extensions,” said Don 
ner. 


It is planned to build four open 
hearth furnaces and extend the yards 
and shipping facilities.

When told that a little whisky as n 
stimulant might prolong or save his 
life, Roy Ii. Maurey, 
of 
Sunbur.. 
Pa., who was hovering between life 
and 
death, after 
being in a rail 
road accident, where he lost a leg and 
an ariáfc replied that he would rathe»- 
die than touch a drop of' it, In a few 
jninutes his heart ceased to beat. 


Maurey had never touched a drop 
in his life. He was twenty-three years 
old, and was injured when a draft of 
cars he was riding as a brakeman, on 
the Pennsylvania railroad, crashed In­ 
to a street car, kiling William Crist, 
the motorman. 


Little Boy Kills Baby Sister« 


When 
Herman 
Correll, a police* 
man in New York, opened the top 
drawer of his dresser his pistol was 
missing. Heading a shot in the next 
room, he found his four-year-old son 
holding the wreapon, and on the floor 
lay the boy's sister, 
aged 
eighteen 
months. The bullet had entered her 
left eye, killing her. 


Wireless Carries 5000 Milts. 


A new record 
for 
long 
distance 
transmission 
of 
wireless 
messages 
was established 
when operators in 
the 
naval 
torpedo station at New 
port, R. I., overheard two wireless sta 
tions in the Argentine republic, be 
tween 5UOO and GuoQ miles away, ex 
changing aorograms. The Conditions 
were perfect for wireless work. 


Three hundred and forty tons of dy­ 
namite exploded in Lower Baltimore, 
Md., harbor, killing fifty-four men and 
wo»niding 
as 
many more, many of 
them fatally. 


The explosive was being transferred 
from a barge to the British steamer 
Alum Chine, when it went off. 
The 
men killed were members of the crews 
of the steamer and the barge and ves­ 
sels moored nearby. 


The Alum Chine and the barge, to­ 
gether with the tug Atlantic and the 
naval collier Jason, were either com­ 
pletely 
destroyed or very seriously 
damaged. 


The shock was felt as far away as 
Reading, Pa., 100 miles from Balti­ 
more. It was recorded also at Atlantic 
City. People at first thought an earth­ 
quake had occurred. A schoolhouse at 
Sparrows 
Point, several miles from 
the scene of the explosion, was partly 
destroyed and several of the school 
children were hurt. 
Baltimore itself 
was shaken as if by a powerful trem­ 
bling of the earth, and tall buildings 
in the center of the city rocked per­ 
ceptibly. 


Scores of vessels 
hurried to the 
sceen of the disaster to give what aid 
they 
could. 
The explosion was so 
powerful that pieces of steel weighing 
fifty pounds were hurled through the 
air for a distance of four miles. Cases 
of dynamite wgre thrown for a great 
distance from the Alum Chine and ex­ 
ploded as they fell, adding to the dam­ 
age and destruction. 


The Alum Chine was finishing the 
loading of a cargo of high ex pi; slves 
for the Panama canal. A lighter w.tli 
four railroad cars was towed to the 
side of the vessel and the w .rk ui 
completing the task of loading was 
expected in a few hours. Nearby were 
the tug Atlantic and several launches 
belonging to the ship chandlers, who 
were engaged in furnishing supplies 
to the steamship for its across the 
ocean trip. 


Suddenly a puff of smoke came from 
the hold of the ship. One of the crew 
noticed it and, appreciating the dan­ 
ger of impending disaster, ran scream­ 
ing to the deck, followed by the panic- 
stricken crew or as many as had time 
to escape from the lower part of the 
ship. 


Right alongside of the Alum Chine 
was the launch Jerome, manned by 
ship chandler Janies P. Goodhues. Into 
this boat leaped fourteen of the Brit­ 
ish boat's crew and Goodhues turned 
the boy of his little craft away from 
the burning ship and put off at lop 
speed. 


The first y.MfT 
' *moke was followed 
by elor : 
D.oatu; volume. The men 
on the lighter made every effort to 
escape. The captain of the AMantic 
was too far from the boat to give any 
assistance and too close to escape ius 
coming doom. When the fleeing launch 
was 200 feet from the Alum Chine the 
explosion came. 


There was a deafening roar as hun 
dj*eds of tons of explosive went off. 
Columns of flame shot out from every 
portion of the vessel and tho air was 
filled with flying wreckage. Pieces oi 
machinery and portions of the hull oi 
the boat, weighing tons, were shot 
hundreds of feet into the air, 


Pieces of iron and steel three fee; 
long and weighing fifty pounds were 
found at points on the Anne Arundel 
and Baltimore county shores three 
and tour miles from the scene of the 
explosion. 


The flying wreckage included still 
unexploded boxes of dynamite, and it 
is believed that the falling of these 
on the decks of the Jason and the tug 
Atlantic was responsible for the ter­ 
rible damage and loss of life on those 
vessels. 


The superstructure of the naval col­ 
der Jason, nearby, was swept away 
and her side was riddled by the flying 
metal fragments that had been hurled 
from the demolished steamer. One of 
the 
unexploded boxes of dynamite 
hurling through the air struck a por­ 
tion of the upper works of the Jason 
and exploded. Several men were killed 
outright and thirty more who were on 
the collier were frightfully injured. 


Another box of dynamite exploded 
as it landed on the deck of the tu^ 
Atlantic. The explosion was follow* d 
by fire and three men lost their líve^ 
there. 


Part of the men whose bodies were 
founcj were 
stevedores; 
part were 
members of the crew of the Alum 
Chine. 
They were put upon the deck 
of the Lannan, which started for the 
Baltimore morgue. The appearance oi 
the dead was terrible. 
One had lost 
the top of his head and his arms h a l 
been wrenched from the sockets; an* 
At hat« h o / I j^rxat o n O V 0 
b o <3 sx 


hole in his head; still other« were lit­ 
erally torn to pieces. 


Ten Houses Burned In Chester. 


The entire fire department of Ch< 
ter, Pa., was called out to fight a stuiv 
born fire on the east side of Howell 
street, near the Pennsylvania railroa*. 


The alarm was turned in after ihm 
fire had gained considerable headway» 
and this, coupled with the fact that a 
stiff wind fanned the flames, made tke 
work of fighting it doubly difficult. 


Ten small brick housos, occupied by 
working people w’ere destroyed, and 
it is feared that several of the dwel 
lers were hurt trying to get their goods 
out of the burning buildings. 


Two members of the Moyamensing 
Hook and Ladder company, who w*er^ 
fighting the blaze from the top of a 
thirty-five-foot ladder, were thrown to 
the ground when it broke under their 
weight. Except for slight bruises they 
were uninjured. 


Most of the families lost everything 
they possessed and were made home 
less. They were taken care of by the 
neighbors. 


Practically the enitre city’s popula­ 
tion turned out to see the blaze, and 
the whole of the police department 
was ordered out by the chief of po­ 
lice. Considerable trouble was encoun­ 
tered keeping the crowd back. At ons 
time 
the 
dense mass of sightseers 
threatened to interfere seriously witk 
the firemen.

How do nuggets of gold originate? 
Sometimes a mass of 
the 
precious 
metal worth a thousand dollars 
or 
more is found. ^ By what 
process 
was so much gotd compacted into a 
lump? 
An attempt was made ,not 
long ago to answer this question. An 
investigator 
in 
Australia 
cut 
and 
sliced and polished gold nuggets with 
the sole purpose of finding out just 
what is their structure. 
The first 
thing he discovered was that there is 
one curious point of resemblance be­ 
tween gold' nuggets and 
meteorites. 
Both, when polished and etched with 
chlorine water, exhibit a crystalline 
structure. 
In the case of meteorites, 
the lines thus exhibited on the etched 
surface ai«p called 
W idmannstattian 
figures, and their presence is said to 
be one of the most invariable charac­ 
teristics of those metallic bodies that 
fall from the sky to the earth. 


But it is not meant to be implied 
that gold nuggets have fallen from 
the sky because they exhibit a crystal­ 
line structure recalling that of meteor­ 
ites. 
The resemblance is apparently 
only superficial, and the crystals of 
the nuggets differ in form from t.hosfi 
of the meteorites. 


Another curious fact is that when a 
nugget is heated in a Bunsen flame ex* 
plosions take place on 
its 
surface. 
Blisters are formed which continue 
to swrell until they burst with a sharp 
report and bits of gold are violently 
scattered about. 
It is evident that 
the nuggets contain either gases or 
somo liquids or solids which are eas­ 
ily converted into the gaseous form, 
the expansion of which produces the 
explosions.—Harper's Weekly.

This snake 
farm is wrorth visiting by anyone who 
has the curiosity to see and study the 
habits and peculiarities of snakes. In 
this Inclosure are hundreds of these 
reptiles of the rattler, yellow bull, in­ 
digo, gopher or blue bull, coach whip, 
racer, free snake, corral adder and 
other species. 


Mrs. E. L. Hall, the bookkeeper and 
correspondent of the company, says 
that the rattier is not a spiteful or 
snappish snake, and that it rarely ever 
bites any person or animal unless dis­ 
turbed or made angry, and that even 
then it does not strike without sound­ 
ing Its rattles as a note of warning. 
While some few snakes are raised on 
this farm, the stock is kept replenish­ 
ed from the mesquite chapparel and 
cacti thickets for which the lower Rio 
Grande Valley is noted. 


The Mexicans go into the brakes 
and make their captures.

Mexican snake hunter is said to be 
an expert in his calling. Among other 
| methods adopted for 
capturing 
his 
; prizes he carries a rod with a prong 
I on the end, and when he locates a 
| snake he pins the 
reptile 
to 
the 
ground, holding it just back of the 
head, then with his hands he takes 
I hold and lands his catch in a gunny 
sack in the twinkle of an eye, throws 
the sack across his shoulder and goes 
in search of another snake. 


It is said that a snake being in a 
tfack, or in a position where It cannot 
throw itself into coil, or where it 
cannot see the object of its wrath, 
will not strike; that it must see and 
select the spot before it will bite. The 
Mexican is paid for his snakes at the 
rate of 15 cents per pound, and fre­ 
quently one large rattler brings him 
$2.50 or even $3.

This was announced by 
Presideni 
William H. Donnor. Cambria has had 
a good year and Donner expresses <-on 
fidence lhat the demand for steel pro- 
ducts will continue for a long time.

Wireless Carries 5000 Milts. 


A new record 
for 
long 
distance 
transmission 
of 
wireless 
messages 
was established 
when operators in 
the 
naval 
torpedo station at New 
port, R. I., overheard two wireless sta 
tions In the Argentine republic, be 
tween 5UU0 and CUOO miles away, ex 
changing aerograms. The 
éonditioua 
Were perfect for wireless work. 


Three hundred and forty tons of dy- 
namite exploded In Louver Baltimore. 
Md.. harbor, killing fil'ty-four men and 
wo.nuUng 
as 
many more, many of 
them fatally. 


The explosive was being transferred 
from a barge to the British steamer 
Alum Chine, when it went off. 
The 
men killed were members of the crews 
ol' the steamer and the barge and ves- 
sels moored nearby. 


The Alum Chine and the barge, to- 
gether with the tug Atlantic and the 
naval collier Jason, were either com- 
pletely 
destroyed or very seriously 
damaged. 


The shock was felt as far away as 
Reading, Pa., 100 miles from Balti- 
more. It was recorded also at Atlantic 
City. People at first thought an earth- 
quake had occurred. A schoolhouse at 
Sparrows 
Point, several miles from 
the scene of the explosion, was partly 
destroyed and several of the school 
children were hurt. 
Baltimore itself 
was shaken as if by a powerful trem- 
bling of the earth, and tall buildings 
in the center of the city rocked per- 
ceptibly. 


Scores of 
vessels 
hurried to the 
sceon of the disaster to give what aid 
they 
could. 
The explosion was so 
powerful that pieces of steel weighing 
fifty pounds were hurled through the 
air for a distance of four miles. Cases 
of dynamite w^re thrown for a great 
distance from the Alum Chine and ex- 
ploded as they fell, adding to the dam 
age and destruction. 


The Alum Chine was 
finishing 
the 
loading of a cargo of high ex pi; sives 
for the Panama canal. A lightov w.tli 
four railroad cars was towed to the 
side of the vessel and the v»v.rk ui 
completing the task of loading v/as 
expected In a few hours. Nearby were 
the tug Atlantic and several launches 
belonging to the ship chandlers, who 
wero engaged in furnishing supplies 
to the steamship for its across the 
ocean trip. 


Suddenly a puff of smoke camo from 
the hold of the ship. One of the crew 
noticed it and, appreciating the dan- 
ger of impending disaster, ran scream- 
ing to the deck, followed by the panic- 
stricken crew or as many as had time 
to escape from the lower part of the 
ship. 


Right alongside of the Alum Chine 
was the launch Jerome, manned by 
ship chandler James P. Goodhues. Into 
this boat leaped fourteen of the Brit- 
ish boat's crew and Goodhues turned 
the boy of his little craft away from 
the burning ship and put off at top 
speed. 


The first vmH' 
'^moke was followed 
by dor- ' 
»-vjam.- volume. The men 
on the lighter made every effort to 
escape. The captain of tho AMantic 
was too far from the boat to give any 
assistance and too close to escape ltr> 
coming doom. When the fleeing launch 
was 200 feet from tho Alum Chine the 
explosion came. 


There was a deafening roar as hun 
dreds of tons of explosive went off. 
Columns of flame shot out from every 
portion of the vessel and the air was 
illled with flying wreckage. Pieces oi 
machinery and portions of the hull oi 
the boat, welching tons, were 
shoi 
hundreds of feet into the air, 


Pieces of iron and steel three fee; 
long and weighing flfty pounds were 
found at points on the Anne Arundel 
and 
Baltimore county shores 
three 
and tour miles from the scene of the 
explosion. 


The flying wreckage Included still 
unexploded lioxe.s of dynamite, and it 
is believed that the falling of these 
on the decks of the Jason and the tug 
Atlantic was responsible for the ter- 
rible damage and loss of life on those 
vessels. 


The superstructure of the naval col- 
der Jason, nearby, was swept away 
and her side was riddled by the flying 
metal fragments that had been hurled 
from the demolished steamer. One of 
the 
unexploded 
boxes of 
dynamite 
burling through the air struck a por- 
tion of the upper works of the Jason 
and exploded. Several men were killed 
outright and thirty more who were on 
the collier were f^rightfully injured. 


Another box of dynamite exploded 
as it landed on the deck of the tu^ 
Atlantic. The explosion was folluwt d 
by fire and three men lost their live^ 
there. 


Part of the men whose bodies were 
found 
were 
stevedores; 
part 
were 
members of the crew of the Alum 
Chine. 
They were put upon the deck 
of the Jjannan, which started for the 
Baltimore morgue. The api>earance oi 
the dead was terrible. 
One had lost 
the top of his head and his arms ha l 
been wrenched from the sockets; an- 
Athar hn/? lOBt SJi »SVv 
^ 


hole In his head; still other» were 
eraily torn to pieces. 


Ten Houses Burned In Chester. 


The entire fire department of Chi 
ter. Pa., was called out to fight a stuiv 
born flre on the east side of HoweH 
street, near the Pennsylvania railroa«. 


Tho alarm was turned in after ihm 
fire had gained considerable headway» 
and this, coupled with tho fact that a 
stiff wind fanned tho flames, made tke 
work of fighting it doubly difficult. 


Ton small brick houses, occupied by- 
working people were destroyed, and 
it is feared that several of the dwel 
lers were hurt trying to get thoir goods 
out of the burning buildings. 


Two niemhera of the Moyamensing 
Hook and Ladder company, who wer^» 
fighting 
the blaze from the top of a 
thirty-flve-foot ladder, were thrown to 
the ground when It broke under their 
woight. Except for slight bruises they 
wero uninjured. 


Most of the families lost everything 
they possessed and were made home 
less. 
They were taken care of by the 
neighbors. 


Practically the enitre city's popula- 
tion turned out to see the blaze, and 
the whole of the police 
department 
was ordered out by the chief of po- 
lice. Considerable trouble was encoun- 
tered keeping the crowd back. At one 
time 
the 
dense mass of aightaeers 
threatened to interfere seriously wltk 
the 
firemen.

For Cold Feet. 


Many aged people and young chil- 
dren more than people of other ages, 
are troubled with cold feet. 
A sand 
bag is an excellent "comfort" for this 
trouble. 
Get some clean sand,

dry by heating it in an iron kettlo 
over the fire, stirring until it heats 
through» 
Make a 
bag about 
eight 
inches square, of thick cotton cloth, 
fill with the dry sand and sew up the 
opening very closely; cover this bag 
with thick flannel cloth; this will pre- 
vent tlxQ sand from sifting out. When 
wanted, heat by laying on top of the 
warming oven, or other surface where 
it wiU not burn, 
and 
when 
hot 
through, use it for warming the f e e t 
The sand will hold heat a long time, 
is always ready, and can be emptied 
and the sack washed at any time. Or 
the

Monuments On Battlefield 


The worst outrages over committed on 
the Gottyburg Battlefield was per|->etrated 
eArly Tuesday evening in the vicinity of 
Round Top and the Valley of Death 
when handsome monutnent« were bat 
tered and broken by a vandal who evi 
dently used a heavy hammer for his 
work» The memorials defaced arc those 
of the 5th Corps Headquarters; the 37th 
Massachusetts; and the 96th Pennsyl 
vania. The oth Corps mtmorial stands 
about six feet in height and has a Mal- 
tese cross on each of tho four sides. It 
is of granite. Tho damage done to4his 
monument consisted in tho top being 
knocked off and tho corners being broken. 
The 37th Massacbusetfciis located nearby. 
It is ten feet in height and is in the form 
of a tree trunk on which are gun, knap 
sack and other accoutrements. Tho gun 
was broken off completely, spoiling tho 
entire monument The 9iith Ponnsyl 
vania is a reclining soldier holding a gun 
ready for instant use is the striking char 
actoristic of tho monument 
The fare of 
tho fiuguro was completely douiolished, 
the hand broken off, the gun demolished 
and tho visor of tho cap of tho soldier 
knocked off. The entire upper portion 
of the monument, including this figure, 
is a solid piece of granite. jS^o motive 
whatever is ascribed for tho unusual act 
The three monuments which have been 
so defaced were all of granite and the 
product of skilled workmen

How do nuggets of gold originate? 
Sometimes a mass of 
the 
precious 
metal -worth a thousand dollars 
or 
more is found. ^ By what 
process 
was so much gold compacted into a 
lump? 
An 
attempt 
was 
made .not 
long ago to answer this question. 
Au 
investigator 
in 
Australia 
cut 
and 
sliced and polished gold nuggets with 
the sole purpose of 
finding 
out just 
what is their structure. 
The 
first 
thing he discovered was that there is 
one curious point of resemblance be- 
tween gold- nuggets and 
meteorites. 
Both, when polished and etched with 
chlorine water, exhibit a 
crystalline 
structure. 
In the case of meteorites, 
the lines thus exhibited on the etched 
surface aijp called 
Widmannstattian 
figures, 
and their presence is said to 
be one of the most invariable charac- 
teristics of those metallic bodies that 
fall from the sky to the earth. 


But it Is not meant to be implied 
that gold nuggets have fallen from 
the sky because they exhibit a crystal- 
line structure recalling that of meteor- 
ites. 
The resemblance is apparently 
only superficial, and tho crystals of 
tho nuggets differ in form from thpsR 
of the meteorites. 


Another curious fact is that when a 
nugget is heated in a Bunsen flame eX' 
plosions take place on 
its 
surface. 
Blisters are formed which 
continue 
to swell until they burst with a sharp 
report and bits of gold are violently 
scattered about. 
It is evident that 
the nuggets contain either gases or 
somo liquids or solids which are eas- 
ily converted into the gaseous form, 
the expansion of which produces tho 
explosions.—Harper's 
Weekly.

Mexicans Catch Reptiles for 15 
Cents the Pound. 


RAHLERS IN A SACK 


Venom Is Worth $15 an Ounce and the 
By-products Are Also of Consider« 
able Value—Oil Used In Treatment 
of Toothache, 


San Antonio. Tex.—A well conduct- 
ed snake and wild animal farm is one 
of the industrial pursuits and business 
enterprises to be found in Browna- 
ville. Texas, the unique city of the 
lower Rio Grande Valley. 
This snake 
farm is worth visiting by anyone who 
has' the curiosity to see and study the 
habits and peculiarities of snakes. 
In 
this inclosure are hundreds of these 
reptiles of the rattler, yellow bull, in- 
digo. gopher or blue bull, coach whip, 
racer, free snake, corral adder 
and 
other species. 


Mrs. E. L. Hall, the bookkeeper and 
correspondent of the company, say» 
that the rattler Is not a spiteful or 
snappish snake, and that it rarely ever 
bites any person or animal unless dis- 
turbed or made angry, and that even 
then It does not strike without sound- 
ing its rattles as a note of warning. 
While some few snakes are raised on 
this farm, the stock is kept replenish- 
ed from the mesquite chapparel and 
cacti thickets for which the lower Rio 
Grande Valley is noted. 


The Mexicans go into the 
brakes 
and make their captures. 
The 
old 
' Mexican snake hunter is said to be 
an expert in his calling. Among other 
methods adopted for 
capturing 
his 
prizes he carries a rod with a prong 
on the end, and when he locates a 
snake he pins the 
reptile 
to 
the 
ground, holding it Just back of the 
head, then with his hands he takes 
hold and lands his catch in a gunny- 
sack in the twinkle of an eye, throws 
the sack across his shoulder and goes 
in search of another snake. 


It is said that a snake being in a 
¿lack, or in a position where it cannot 
throw Itself 
into coil, or where 
it 
cannot see the object of its 
wrath, 
will not strike; that it must see and 
select the spot before It will bite. 
The 
Mexican is paid for his snakes at the 
rate of 15 cents per pound, and fre- 
quently one large rattler brings him 
$2.50 or even $3. 


From this farm snakes are shipped 
to all parts of the'United States and 
Canada for shows and museums and 
scientific, medical, manufacturing and

commercial purposes. In Philadelphia, 
and probably in other cities, it has 
been stated the poison of the rattler 
is being used for conducting experi- 
ments in the treatment of tuberculosis 
and other diseases—leprosy, perhaps— 
that are supposed to 
bo ¿ijncurable 
when fully developed. 
The hides are 
tanned 
and used for ornaments, 
as 
well as for manufacturing purposes, 
hand bags, cravats, hat bands and oth- 
er ornamental apparel. 


The oil is used in the treatment of 
toothache, earache, neuralgia, rheuma- 
tism and other ailments. 
It is also 
used in making 
many 
salves, 
oint- 
ments. liniments 
and 
other 
toilet 
preparations., 
It is claimed by those 
who are authority on rattlesnake lore 
that a few drops of rattlesnake oil 
added to ]ip salves, cold creams, face 
powders, cologne and extracts makes 
the skin soft and smooth, and easily 
transplants tho blush and beauty from 
the rose to the cheeks of fair maidens 
and society belles and matrons. 


The poison of the ¿fattier is worth 
$15 an ounce, but it takes many snakes 
to secure that quantity. 
When dried 
it crystallizes and is a bright yellow.
